The State wide Prohibition Federa- 
tion, which proposes to unify efforts 
toward prohibition and make certain 
the ratification of the flatewidc pro- 
hibition amendment in, November, will 
begin an active oampaign this month. 
J. Sherman Porter, of Lexington, for 
a quarter of a century a newspaper 
man in Kentnckv anil Ohio, has bcrii 
nanic'l -l.itr iinlilinl \ diicitiT. .tuil 
will have i liarKC nl the i am|);iiKn ill 
large and ^sniall iitic^ and in every 
county in the state. Headquarters 
were opened at Lexington, Monday, 
but will be moved to Louisville aa 
the campaign grows warmer. 

Fifty county chairman to otipnize 
as many counties have already been 
appointedt and officiata in the remain- 
der of the counties will be named 
within the next week. Working pro- 
grams are being sent out to each 
county, and oralm-^ ,iiid prohibition 
advocati's ui i\ati(in,il protninctice, in- 
cliuliiiK VVilliatu JciimiiKs Itryan have 
been cnxancd to make speaking tours 
of the state.

47,000,000 Bushels to Be Sent 
Altogether. Consumption in 
U. S. Has Increased. 

Paris, Jvnc 8.-^ p talh al aary aar- 
vey of the import ascCSSkiaa of Ktt- 
rope except Ruaaia ahowa thst the 

area will need 700.000,000 bttthelt of 

wheat and rye at a minimum or H.'iO.- 
000,000 bushels as a possible maxi- 
niiini Herbert Hoover, head of 
the allied relief organization, said in 
a statement issued to-day. The ex- 
port surplus of wheat and rye from 
the larger exporting countries indi- 
cate that the needs of Europe can be 
met. Ifr. Hoover estimates the ex- 
portt of the United Statea will be 
470.000,000 binhela. 

"Thron gh our organiaatioa aad in 
copcration with the varieui Oovem- 
nients, " the statement says, "we have 
coinpli'tcd a preliminary survey of 
the food prospects of F.iirope and the 
import neiossities for the harvest year 
begiiiing AmkusI l. aii<l the world's 

supplies available to meet these needs, 

• * • 

Crop Near Normal. 
"Wa estimate the total prospective 
Europa&a yield of wheat and rye out- 
tide Rusals. at of May 1, after deduct- 
ing aaed, at M I Mo Mt> baahela. Thit 
indieatet a crop Of about tl per cent 
of pre-war normal. The pre-war con- 
sumption, outside of seed was about 
2,500,000,000 bushels indicating a net 
import of about lt.'>0.0()0,000 bushels, 
if consmiiptioM were normal ne.xt 
year. The somewhat diminished pop- 
ulation and the diminished buying 
power militate against full normal 
consumption, but the least possible 
contumptioa with the maintenance 
of publiahealth we eathaate at S.SM.- 
9oO,OSS baahete. or aa haport oa a 
fflinimMn baait of about 7SSioso,000 
bushels. 

"The 'consumption will necessarily 
be to a great degree a factor of the 
financial recuperation and ability to 
pay for imports and is also influenc- 
ed by the tendency to eat more bread 
and less uf the more expensive meat 
and fats. Restriction of consump- 
tion will require continuation of the 
rigid control of distribution. People 
cvcrjrwhere are sick of rations and 
every StaM will make a aupreiiM ef-' 
fort to get from under tUa bHgkt. 
Some countriet, therefore, will get 
away from the minimum to that an 
import demand of SaOkOOO.000 bathals 
it possible.

Big Surplus Likely. 

"The present stocks and crop con- 
ditions in the larger exporting coun- 
tries would indicate that there ahonld 
be in the coming harvest year an ex- 
port surplus of wheat and rye of from 
870,000.000 bushels |0 900.000.000 bu- 
shelt, but of thit other coonttiea than 
Europe require about l00,0Q0.00o bu- 
thelt, leaving the supply of from 
no.OOO.OOO bushels to OTo^OSO^ a- 
vailable for Europe. 

"The consumption in the United 
States has increased to an extraor- 
dinary degree in the year. From the 
1918 crop of wheat and rye we will 
export about 270,000,000 bushels and 
at the 1919 crop promitet at least 
aoo.000.oOO buthela larger than 1918, 
it tccnu that we can export at the 
pretent rate of contumption about 
470,000.000 buahela. The minimum 
export tnrplut ^m Canada, Argen- 
tina, Australia and minor countriea 
may be estimated at 400,000,00o bush- 
els while Russia and India may be 
considered out of the export list next 
year."

The flotilla wat sent to the Ifiaa- 
issippi to give the people of tbie aac* 
tion every opportunity of teeing tlMaa 
ships, and of making a close inspec- 
tion of them. 

Preceded by several days start by 
one of the Chasers, the floatilla is 
passing up the river to St. Louis. 

This port will be made the northern 
base, and on the trip down a visit 
will be made to all of the principal 
ports on either tide of the river.

It ia difficult to establish 
in ^ome parts of the country, rsperi 
ally in the eastern .St.ii<s It rf(|uires 
careful methods of handling. It is no 
rro|) for the careless farmer; but is a 
very profitable one for the farmer who 
will take tlie trouble to learn how to 
handle it from the seeding to the 
feeding. One of the important things 
to learn ia hut how to make alfalfa 
hay, acaorAag to apecialist of the 
United ftlalea DeyaitaMat of Agri- 
culture. 

.Mfalfa does not cure at all readily. 

and good quality hay is hard to get. 

b'.spccially is this true of the first cut- 
ting, which comes when heavy rains 
are apt to interfere with its proper 
curing. The bright green hay so corn-

In the West, where there is little 
rain during the baying season, the 
mowers are started in the inormng 
and the hay raked into windrows tbr 
following day The hay is then ( oc k 
ed or is stacked or haled direct from

Most farmers are prone to cut their 
alfalfa too early They are anxious 
to ^;ct more cuttiiit^s .thereby think- 
ing to get a bigger crop. The fact is, 
the extra cutting is frequently made 
at the expense of total tonnage. The 
real test of the size of the season's 
crop is total tonnage rather than 
number of cuttingt. Where fonr cut- 
tinga are possible, three neiMUy are 
desirable and more profitable. More 
hay is actually made for the season; 
and the plants are left in better con- 
dition for the winter 

The first growtli usually is rank, 
sometimes causiiiK tlie farmer to 
think it should be cut before it really 
is ready. The stage of growth is the 
indication for cutting rather than the 
size of the plants. The general rule 
is to cut alfalfa just as it is coming 
into bloom and the basal shoota are 
making a good atari for the next crop. 
In the eastern States, cuttin|^ earlier 
may injure and frequently kills the 
plants. Cutting later lowers the feed- 
ing value of the hay.

Methods of making alfalfa hay vary 
ill different sections of the country; 
but the basic principles are the same. 
The motto everywhere is: "Cure al- 
falfa bay <)uickly. with as little liand- 
ling and exp(.>-iure to the weather as 
possible."

important, because the leaves are the 
tions and methods are practically the 
same as in the dry sections, except 
that more time is required. Hay caps 
and stack covera may prove neces- 
sary. 

High moislnre eonlenta sometimes 
makes it desirable to stack alfalfk hay 

instead of putting it in the bam. This 
is especially true of the first cutting. 
Build stacks carefully and in a shape 
that will expose as little of the hay 
to the weather as possible. Cover tlie 
tops with marsh ^rass. .Sudan grass, 
millet, or smiie cither long grass that 
will make a n""d thatch. .Xiichor a 
well- made thatch with rocks on the 
ends of wire on top of a properly 
made stack, and the bay will keep al- 
most as well as in the bam. In fact, 
it may keep better, on account of the 
likelihood of new alfalfa hay heating 
in the mow. Particular care must 
be taken at the first cutting on this 
account. 

If the hay is put in the mow, it is 
well to provide for some extra ven- 
tilation, especially if its moisture con- 
tent is high. This can be arranged 
by placing horizontally at frequent 
intervals ventilators made of lumber. 
. These may be timpljr a framework in 
triangular or rectangular shapes ptac- 
: ed in the hay aa the mow is filled. 
I Haymakers is an operation that 
must be done in a certain space of 
time that is short at l)est. and that 
is always liable to be made shorter by 
bad weather. For this reason there 
is no farm operation in which system 
and elVuiency count for more; so it 
will pay every farmer to know juat
